Wasuinctoy, September 25.—There are 
some reasons for believing that Senator Ma- 
hone was quietly informed by an official, who 
Was sent.on a special mission to see him last 
week, that he must not press the recent as- 
sessments levied upon the employes of the 
Norfolk mavy yard. This assessment has 
been the cause of more unfavorable criticism 
than anything that the Virginia readjuster 
senator has done fora longtime. The result 
is that the recent levy upon the workmen of 
the Norfolk navy yard wiil not be insisted on, 
though “contributions’’ from all who are 
willing to pay will be thankfully received. 

Officials of the postcflice department say 
that Postmaster-General- Gresham will 1n his 
forthcoming report take stronger grounds in 
favor of the adoption of the postal telegraph 
system than any of his predecessors. Mr. 
Gresham wiil also urge the establishment of 
@ postal savings bank system similar to that 
now in opera'ion in England, which has been 
found to work very successfully. 

The volume on population of the last cen- 
sus will be ready for distribution inside of 
three weexs. It is not thought, however, 
there will be much of a demand for it, as all 
the important tables and figures contained in 
the report were very fully printed in the 
newspapers over two yearsago. It appears 
that the two yoiumes of the compendium of 
the census, which was issued last spring, is 
not in as much of a demand asit was thought 
it would be. Some congressmen had but few 
who asked for the volumes, and they disposed 
oi thei: quota by selling them to the second- 
hand book dealers. 

SUIT FOR SLANDER, 

W. W. Kerby entered suit in his own be- 
half yesterday against Hon. D. K. Carter, 
chief justice of the supreme court of the dis- 
trict of Columbia, claiming $30,000 for words 
spoken by the chief justice concerning Kerby 
when he was last fal! a candidate for crier in 
one of the courts of this district. Kerby al- 
leges that the chief justice said in the pres- 
ence of Judge Wylie and Judge Cox and 
others that ‘“‘he (Kerby) is a gambler and a 
jury-fixer."’ Mr. Kerby alleges that these 
words are slanderous and that they prevented 
him from being appointed crier of the court. 
Mr. K _rby is his own lawyer. 

SPEAKERSHIP CANDIDATES IN THE FIELD. 

The.speakership canuidates are coming to 
town, and will soon have their rival shops 
open and be dving a brisk business. Carlisle 
and Cox areto set up their booths at the 
Riggs house, Morrison will make Willard’s 
his headquarters. Springer goes tothe Na- 
tional, where Randall conducted bis  suc- 
cessful canvass against Blackburn four year 
ago. Randall will probably choose the same 
base of operations this season. He was in th 
city the other day tospy out the land, and is 
now in West Virginia. Cox was also here 
recently, but only to go to a minstrel per- 
formance. 

SHERMAN’S RETIREMENT. 

General Sherman has fixed upon the Ist of 
November as the date upon which he will 
_turn over the command of the army to Gen- 
eral Sheridan, and practically retire to civil 
life, although he will not be placed upon the 
retired list of the army until the 8th of Febf 
ruary. Sheridan will be here upon the lst of 
November, to be initiated into the duties o 
his new office, so that he will be well used to 
the traces by the time congress meets. Gen- 
eral Pope, now commanding the department 
of Missouri, will probably succeed General 
Sheridan in the command of the military 
division of Missouri, which includes besides 
the department of Missouri, the departments 
of Dakota, Texas, and the Platte. Secretary 
Chandler has accepted the highest bids receiv- 
ed yesterday for condemned vessels. The bids 
agzregated $508,2"3; the appraised value was 
$271,300. 


JUDGE HOADLY TAKES A STROLL. 


His Health Re«tored and He is Engaged in Preparing 
a Speech which wii! As onish His Enemies, 

PHILADELPHIA, September 25.—Judge Hoad- 
ly last night took a stroll down Chesinut 
street from his rooms in the Lafayette, to the 
Continental hotel, a distance of about half a 
mile, and to-day visited the park where he 
remained for some time. 

Dr. Bartholow, his attending physician, 
said to nigot toa representative of the asso- 
ciated press that Judge Hoadly would ina 
few days return to Ohio and be en- 
tirely abie to take an active 
part in the canvass, and that the sensa- 
tional reports that he is critically ill with ty- 
phoid fever are entirely false. He is now 
much better than since the campaign opened, 
and is engaged in the preparation of a speech 
which he will deliver on his return to Ohio in 
a very short time. ‘he judge is neither con- 
fined to his bed nor to his room. He walks 
about as freely as any ot the guests at the La- 
fayette. He declines, however, in advance of 
his reappearance in the canvass, to talk toany 
newspaper men. Those who know the judge, 
who have seen him in the past few days, say 
he is looking very wel], and far from appear- 
ing to be in the clutches of any disease, Dr. 
Bartholow says positively that the judge has 
practically recovered from his attack of ma- 
larial, and will somewhat astonish his ene- 
mies when be gets back to work in the can- 
yass, | 


BUTLER FOR GOVERNOR. 


Neminated by the Massachusotts Greenbackers—The 
Yankton Dispute. 

Boston, September 25.—The_ greenback 
convention to-day unanimously nominated 
General Butler for governor. A full state 
ticket was nominated. The nominee for at- 
torney general is no lawyer, and objection 
was raised to him on this account, but a dele- 
ezate said that Mr. Butler had all the law nec- 
essary, and it was no matier who was attor- 
ney general. 

TEXAN AMENDMENTS. 

Austin, September 25.—The official count 
shows that the constitutional amendments 
voted on atthe recent election have been 
carried. The amendments authorize the in- 
vesiment of the school fund in such securities 
as may be designated by the legislature, and 
provide for a separate tax for school purposes. 

THE DAKOTAH CAPITOL, 

YANKTON, September 25.—Governor Ord- 
- way, by executive order, dated Bismarck, 
September 12, directed James H. Teller, se2- 
retary of the terriiory, to remove his office to 
Bismarck within fifteen days from date. 
Secretary Teller replied ina long letter to 
Governor Ordway, the letter being a com- 
plete legal document, most carefally drawn 
as a Jawyer’s brief, in which he declined to 
obey the order, taking the ground that pend- 
ing the final decision of the court on the 
subject of the dispute regarding the 
location of the seat of government, 
he, as secretary of the territory 
is competent to judge whether or not the 
chaoge is desirable. He contends that he is 
subject to the order of the United States gov- 
ernment, as he is the custodian of the govern- 
ment property, and that the order for the re- 
moval of his office must come from the head 
of the department to which it is properly 
subordinate. Referring to the decision of 
Judge Edgerton declaring the capital commis- 
sion act as unconstitutional, Secretary Teller 


| says: 


‘‘As a sworn Officer of the government, 
I recognize my obligation to regard not only 
the. letter but the spirit of the law, and 
as this decision is law until reversed 
by a court of competent jurisdiction, I can’t 
consent to be a party to any act which will 
appear to disregard. Thesecretary therefore 
declines to obey the order, but wishes to be 
understood as having no personal interest in 
the controversy, The books of the auditor’s 
oflice were taken from Yankton yesterday 
morning by order of Governor Ordway. 


FRED AND HIS FRIENDS. 


The Proceedings of the Fred Doug'iassa Convention in 
oulsvilie, 

LOUISVILLE, September 25.—When_ Fred 
Douglass came into Leiderkranz hall this 
morning to speak before the national colored 
convention, he found avery large audience, 
many white persons having come to hear his 
plea for his people. On the stage beside him, 
leading colored people sat. Ex-Attorney 
General James Speed, of Lincoln’s cabinet, 
General James A. Eaker, United States army 
retired, and a number of other prominent 
whites, Douglas spoke for two 
hours, his remarks being logical 
often humorous, always interesting. He 
sketched the history of his race since their 
emancipation. He was sarcasticaliy severe 
upon the government and incidentally so up 
on the republican party. He was listened to 
withigreat interest and received generous ap 
plause. Since the conclusion of his speech 
the convention has in vain labored to com- 
plete its organization. Too many orators 
seek the floor, and Mr. Green, temporary 
chairman, who presides while Douglass rests 
from his recent exertion, is unable to control 
them. 


THE REPORT OF GR&#ELY’S DEATH. 


War Department Officials Decilae to Give Any Opinion 
astotte Possible frutk. 


Wasuincton, September 25.—The war de- 
artment people are a good deal disturbed by 
‘ordenskjold’s dispatch, giving a report of 

the death of Greely. The story which he got 
from the natives is in some respects the 
same as that given in the log of the Yantic, 
and publisded some time since. 
But it differs in that it states that the 
party was on its way to Littleton Is!and. 
This shows that while 1t may have been frony 


the same party originally, it was told at an-. 


other time. This additional statement that 
the party was en route to Littleton Island, 
gives a greater color of probability to it than 
to the former é@tories, one of which was that 
the commander of the expedition had been 
killed by his men. 

[he name—Kasleyh given by the natives as 
that of the dead officer, is commented upon 
here as more like the name of one of the un- 
der officers, Kislingberry, than that of Gree- 
ly or Pavy, as had been suggested. 

It is stated that the wife of Lieutenant 
Greely, who has, with her two children, been 
with relativesin California, will soon be here. 
What the object of ber visit is !s unknown, 
though probably her anxiety for her husband 
induces her to visit the point where news of 
him will first be received and whence his res- 
cuers are to go at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment. ~ 

The department oflicials when questioned 
to-night regarding the report were at first in- 
clined to cast discredit upon it, saying it was 
probably untrue. They, however, offer no 
statement as evidence ofits probable untruth, 
and say frankly that they do not want to taik 
about it or indicate that they believe it, as it 
will only add to the agony of the friends of 
members of the party and cannot possibly do 
any good or add any real information to what 
is already known.

NASAVILLE, September 25.—The case against 
W. L. Boyd, charged witb the killing of Bir- 
die Patterson, was proceeded with in the 
criminal court anda large number of wit- 
nesses were examined in behalf of the defense. 
Dr. Duval testified that he was in the neigh- 
borhood when the shooting occurred, and was 
sure he heard the pistol shot before Mrs. Pat- 
terson screamed. Joseph Allen and K., J. 
Morris testified to Boyd’s good character for 
peace and quietude. 

The dispusitions of W. M. Bray, Dr. D. 0. 
C. Heery, Marietta Bostwick and J. L Nich- 
olson, of Atlanta, were offered in tvidence 
and ruled out by the court. M.S. Combs, 
the undertaker, testified to seeing 
the specks on Mrs. Patterson’s 
basque, supposed to be powder stains on 
the garment, the same night it was brought to 
his place. He made the, examination by 
lamp light. A. A. Fletcher, of Marietta, Ga., 
the prisoner's son-in-law, testified that he dia 
not arrive in Nashville until July 7. Cowan 
Boyd, son of the prisoner, denied that he was 
a rich man, and said he was a clerk only get 
ting fifty dollars a month. County Judge 
John C. Ferris testified to Boyd’s good charac- 
ter. The attorney general asked the witness 
what was Boyd’s character for virtue, where- 
upon Judge Ferris replied that in that re- 
spect it was as good as the character of 
nineteen-twentieths of the men passing for 
virtuous in Nashville. J. Bell Reddick, 
watchman at Weitmullers garden, stated that 
he saw Birdie Patterson drinking beer with 
men in the garden on the night before the 
killing, ana thought she was drunk. Witness 
saw the woman talking with men. 
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CRIME AND CASUALTY. 


A Woman Outraged and Kobbed—The Strides of 
W ickedness. 


LAFAYETTE, Ind., September 25.—The daugh- 
ter of C, Atkinson, aged 18, livinga few miles 
in the country, was outraged and murdered 
while alone at home yesterday. Her throat 
was cut and she was otherwise mutilated. No 
arrests have been made. 

CuicaGco, September 25.—Shortly before one 
o'clock this afternoon Lyrinan Blair, of the 
long established and wealthy grain commis- 
sion firm of Blair & Blair, was found dying in 
&room in an upper story of his residence 
from a gunshot wound recently discharged. 
The gun lay beside him. He expired a few 
minutes later without having spoken. 

A rumor was circulated on ‘change just 
before the close that Biair had commitied 
suicide, and it caused a fluctuation in the 
price of grain and a profound sensation. The 
coroners jury this evening found a verdict 
of accidental shooting. LBiair was preparing 
to go hunting.. It issupposed that while he 
was handling the gun it was accidentally dis 
charged. He was in good spirits and there 
is no reason to suppose ‘that itis a case of 
suicide, 

Sawn Francisco, September 25.—To-day the 
detective officers captured one of the most 
complete counterfeiting outfits ever seen on 
this coast, and arrested the eperator, a 
young man giving the name of B. F. Upson. 
His real name, it is supposed, is Penton, and 
he is said to be an expert. The outfit con- 
sisted of a drop press, five dollar dies, and 
steel punches. When arrested, Upson claim- 
ed that the machine was a prospecting bat- 
tery, and that it was his invention.

THE YELLOW FEVER,

Prevalence of the Disease in Mexico—The Measies— 
Sanitary Movementa. 

WASHINGTON, September 25.—The marine 
hospital service is advised that yellow fever 
prevails at Ponce Porto Rico, especially 
among farmers. Among the deaths was that 
of the Britisb vice consular August 13th. Dr. 
J. Mi. Main, of the marine hospital service at 
Brownsville, Texas, in a letter to the surgeon 
general, transmits the following items of late 
news from Mexico: ‘Seme of the coast jour- 
nals advocate the suspension of quarantine 
on account of the latea,ynorther, but the gov- 
ernment will maintain it until late in No- 
vember. At Vera Cruz the cases are fewer, 
but the per venjage of mortality is unchang- 
ed. ‘There has been one case of yellow fever 
in the City of Mexico, the second in the his- 
tory of the city. In the state of Chibuahua, 
measies isepidemic and spreading in every 
direction, the mortality being light. The 
lakes in the vicinity of the City of Mexico 
and Matamoras are being drained for sanitary 
purposes, and like measures wiil be resorted 
to around Vera Cruz, At Mier, on the Rio 
Grande, fever has appeared which is fatal in 
every case. Fewer cases are re ported. 

GuUAYMA4S, Mexico, September 25 —Only 
three deaths from yellow fever occurred here 
to-day. One of them was that of a telegraph 
operator named Burroughs. During pasf 24 
hours several new cases have been reported, 
but they are of a mild form. Sonora advices 
state that fever is still raging at Hermosillo.

C’DONNELL ON TRIAL, 


Mra. Cary in London—Evidence of the Informer’s Son 
Given. 

Lonpon, September 25.—Mrs. Cary, wife of 
James Cary, who was killed by O’Donneil, 
was landed this morning at Green Hithe, on 
the Thames, eighteen miles from London. 
O'Donnell was brougot tu Bow street police 
court at 2 o’clock this aiternoon. Magistrate 
Flowers presided. The courtroom was filled 
and a large crowd collected outside. Special 
precautions were taken by the police to pre- 
vent any attempt at a rescue. Mr.. Pol- 
lard opened the case for the 
crown. He recounted’ the passage 
out on the steamer of Carey, family and 
O’ Donnell, and repeated the details of the 
murder. Pollard said that O’Donnell’s as- 
sertion, when he was arrested, that he acted 
in self-defense, would be contradicted by the 
cestimony of Carey’s eldest son, who would 
swear that nis father had no pisiol. Mr. Sul- 
livan, member of parliament, counsel for 
0’ Donnell, complained to the court that a so- 
licitor had been refused access to the prisoner. 
Mi. Flowers, magistrate, allowed the prisoner 
to retire and consult with a solicitor. 
WITNESSES TO THE MURDER.

nesses of the murder, repeated the testimo- 
ny that they gave before the court at Cape- 
town.

He said he heard O’Don- 
nell tell his mother that he (O'Donnell) was 
to do it. O’Donnell’srevolver bore the name 
of its manufacturer, in New Haven, Conn. 
The captain of the Melrose testified to finding 
an electric machine injthe prisoner#s baggage, 
The machine, he said, was tbrown overboard. 
Mrs. Carey wasthe next witness called, but 
she was unable to give her testimony to-day 
owing to her fatigue. 

A SENSATION. 

The statement of son 
Carey that O’ Donnell said he 
was sent todo it created asensation in the 
court room. John Waman, inspector of the 
Port Elizabeth police, also testfiied that an 
extract from a paper was found in O’Don- 
nell’s box, headed ‘Irish Revolutionists, in 
America;’’ the supplement of the weekly 
Freeman's Journal, of Dublin, containinga 
portrait of Carey, and acertificate showing 
that O’ Donnell was an American citizen were 
also found. Mr. Pollard agreed that every 
facility should he given the prisoner’s solici- 
tor during the trial. The examination was 
adjourned until Friday.

An Irishman Fires IT we Shots in the British Consenlate 
in New York. 

New York, September 25.—Great excite- 
ment was caused in the neighborhood of the 
British consulate this afternoon by the re- 
port of two pistol shots, and the spectacle of a 
hatliess man running at the top of his speed. 
The fugitive was pursued and captured by 
the policemen. He gave the name of Furey, 
and it was learned that he had attempted to 
take the life of the British consul by firing 
two shots at him. When the prisoner was 
brought to New street station house he de- 
scribed himself as John A. ‘Furey, 
aged twenty-six years, an lrish- 
man, a coachman by trade, He 
appeared to be sickly, and said he was recent- 
ly discharged from the hospital in Buffalo. 
He deciared that he had come from Canada 
on purpose to kill the British consul, who 
had been libelling his character. It was of 
some complaint being preferred against him 
by Edmund Prentiss and David Oak, Jr., of 
the British consul’s office. He was taken to 
the Tomb’s police court for examination. 
When Furey entered the outer room of the 
consulate he drew aseven chamber revolver 
and fired two shois, apparently without any 
definite aim’and without hitting anyone. He 
was arrested immediately afterward by Offi 
cer John Carr, of the first precinct. 

FRENEY'S STORY. 

In the court Freney added in a wild, excit- 
ed manner, shouting out that he wanted to 
kill the villians who had accused him of 
crime and published stories against his char- 
acter. To areporter he said he had been ar- 
rested in Dublin without cause and locked up 
in Kilmainham.

Canton, Georgia, 
CHILD MURDERER CAPTURED.

CANTON, September 25.—Jerry Marshal, the 
negro who murdered his three-year-old step- 
boy here on ihe 9th instant, was yesterday 
captured by J. M. McAfee and lodged in jail. 
For two weeks he has been dodging around 
until a day or so ago he went to the house of 
Bird Jones, colored, one of J. M 
McAfee’s tenants, and was kindly re- 
ceivel -by Jones, given a comfortable 
lodging place in the shucks and fodder and 
all intruders keptaway. Itis said Marshall 
came there for the yirpose of getting his 
wife to go on with him and that all arrange 
ments had been made for them to leave last 
night. Insome way J. M. McAfee learned of 
his rumored presence and at once began to 
search which resulted in his capture and 
safely lodging in jail, where he now lapguish- 
es until court convenes. A warrant was 
sworn out against Bird Jones for aiding in 
Marshall’s escape and now Jones is bound 
over in a $100 bond to answer the 
charge of “harboring an escaped criminal.”’ 
The circumstances against Jones are pretty 
strong for his conviction. J. W. McAfee will 
make application to the governor for the $100 
reward offered for the capture of Jerry Mar- 
shal, colored. 

MURDER TERM NEEDED. 

The case against George Hill, colored, for 
murder.and those now against Jerry Marshall 
and Bird Jones, will most likely induce 
Judge James R. Brown to call court for an- 
other week, which will probably be held 
about 2d Monday in October next. As stated

A CHEROKEE ROMANCE. 


The Story of the Lite of George W. Ring—A Fortune 
to His Children. 
From the Americus Republican. 

3efore the war a party of Cherokee Indians 
while journeying to the Indian Territory,tell 
sick at Little Rock, Arkansas, and all but 
one boy died. The father of this boy was 
David Welsh. Young David was adopted by 
one Dr. George W. Ring, of Little Roek, who 
bestowed his own name on him on the day of 
his adoption. George grew to a man’s estate, 
espoused the southern cause, and fought all 
throughthe war. When the clash of arms 
ceased he wandered away from 
Arkansas, and finally stopped at 
Americus, in our _ state. There he 
made himself a good citizen, and wooed and 
won the hand of a Miss Dickson, by whom 
he had five children. A few years ago Ring 
moved to Macon, and died here about two 
years ago. A short time since the widow re- 
ceived a letter from Joseph G. Hester, census 
commissioner of the eastern band of the 
Cherokees, at Asheville, N. C., detailing the 
fact of the death of the Indians at Little 
Rock, and also of the adoption of young 
Daniel by Dr. Ring. He stated that he had 
heard of ber whereabouts from a Mrs. 
Josephus Carnes, living in another por- 
tion of the state, He desired fre, 
ting to send him proofs of her marriage and 
full names of her five children in order that 
they might receive acertain amount of money 
due their father asa Cherokee, by the govern- 
ment. Mrs. Ring put the letter in the hands 
of Mr. J. J. Clay, who conducted the corre- 
spondence for her yesterday. Yesterday an- 
other letter was received from 
Hester, asking of: a tor correc- 
tions as to full names of children, etc., 
and thus the matter stands. It is to be honed 
that the children will receive the money. 
Two of the boys are working in Bernd Broth- 
ers’ establishment.” 

We copy the above from the Telegraph and 
Messenger, and will correct a portion. George 
W: King wasatypo in the Republican office 
from 1865 upto about three months of his 
death, which took place in 1872 or 1873 He 
was ahard working, honest man. He was 
shot through the leg at Chickamauga, bntit 
would hardiy be known from his walk.

Bracewell, 
delivered to us 100 pounds cat-fish and an & 
pound turtle last Friday. During the week 
we have had the pleasure of eating two tur- 
keys that were killed at the fishery, 

Lumpkin Independent: On Wednesday 
last Zed Robinson, colored, was released from 
jail, having served out his term of sixty days 
asaroad defaulter. Zed says that when he 
is called upon to work the roads again that he 
will respond with alacrity. and will not claim 
to belong to a Cuthbert fire company. There 
are still nine prisoners in jail. 

Conyers Weekly: Mr. Thomas Owens tells 
ofa partridge that hatched out three chickens. 
lhe eggs were in the bird’s nest and as they 
hatch in three weeks, the bird eges take four, 
the chickens came first. Theold bird was 
taking care of them.and made much ado 
when called upon to give them up. Mr. 
Owens says he will swear that it is true. 

Douglasville Star: A burglar entered the 
house of Mr. Joho L. George,who lives about 
six miles west of this place,one night last week 
and while in the room where Mr. George’s 
two sons were sleeping they awoke and gave 
an alarm, The thief made his exit through a 
window. They pursued him with dogs and 
gun, but he made good his escape aud went 
into forest. 

Valdosta Times; Mr. Robert I. Hinely 
brought to town last Wednesday the first bale 
of Sea Island cotton made this season. The 
bale weighed five hundred pounds. As the 
market for this kind of cotton has not fairly 
opened it was stored in the cotton warehouse. 
Mr. Hinely is thus on record as marketing 
the earliest bale of long cotton forthe year

Joe saw hisopportunity 
and quickly shoving to and clasping the door, 
he threw aside the buckets and left 
‘‘for ether fields and greener pastures,’’ leay- 
ing Mr. Welisa ‘‘sub’’ in his place until his 
situation was discovered when he was released 
without the application of a writof ‘‘habeas 
corpus.’’ Joe is gone, and Mr. Wells is dis- 
corsolate at his departure, and while we have 
no idea that an escape was apprehended, we 
must say that it was a great piece of careléss- 
ness to allow a prisoner charged with sv se- 
rious an offense such an opportunity to get 
away. 

Sheriff Bussey, of Pike county, gyrested in 
Burke county, Jim Crummedy and Mose 
Bryant, who are chare.g with the murder of 
Mr. Mitchel, in Duqge county. Jim Crum- 
medy, the ne<ro who did the shooting, while 


waa promptly ‘floored’ by a blow from a pis- 
tol inthe hands of Sheriff Bussey. Mose 
Bryant, charged with complicity, was arrested 
ata different house. by Mf. H. R Daneils. 
sheriff of Emanuel county. Sheriff Bussey 
and Mr. Mitchell accompanied by the pris- 
oners arrived at Midville on Thursday on 
their way to Chauncey, via Macon. During 
their stay at Midville they were surrounded, 
almost to suffecation by a crowd of 
anxious questioners. The _ circumstan- 
ces of the murder are about as fol- 
lows: Mose Bryant and another negro, 
were engaged in a quarrel at Chauncey on the 
night of the 8thinst. Mr. Mitchell stepped 
between them and said, speaking to another 
negro: ‘‘If you are a friend tothis man, don’t 
let this man, Mose Bryant, stab him,’”’ Jim 
Crummedy being present, stepped up to Mr. 
Mitcheil, and with the remark, ‘‘What have 
yougottodowithit? I'll killyou!’’ shot him, 
the ball entering nearthe heart. The wound- 
ed man lingered several 
tense pain before he expired. The evidence 
is conclusive, and there is no doubt but what 
justice will be meted out to them, and in- 
necent man’s blood avenged. Jim Crumme- 
dy has shot three men before this last, all col- 
ored, and boasted that he shot them ‘‘To see 
em jump.’’ 

The Savannah News thus tells the story of 
the announcement of his doom to George 
Wallace: The message of Governor McDan- 
iel announcing that he had declined to inter- 
fere with the execution of the mandate of 
the court in the case of George Wallace, 
who is under sentence of death ' for the mur- 
der of the Norwegian sailor Jansen, about 
eighteen months ago, was reported to 
the condemned man yesterday morning by 
hisaunt. Hecontinued in hope to the very 
last that the governor would save him from 
the gallows and restore him his liberty, and 
up tothe moment when his aunt appeared 
at the cell door he seemed to be cheerful. A 
few minutes later when he had apparently 
recovered from the shock he again said, 
am innocent, and I do not like to have to die 
in place of some other man.’ The food re- 
mained untasted, and although he seemed 
greatly affected he could speak but little. His 
aunt counseled him to pray and he said he 
vould. Shortly afterwards the woman with- 
drew and Wallace ¥as left to his meditations. 
W hat thought passed through his mind may 
never be known, but he continued deeply 
depressed and silent in the presence 
of those who were with him. 
As the day wore on his countenance changed 
and his eye betrayed tbe inward excitement 
which he felt. Shortly after 4 o’ciock in the 
afternoon, strange cries were heard coming 
from cell No. 11, where the doomed man is 
confined. One of the officers on guard ran to 
the cell door and, peering in through the iron 
grating, saw Wallace in a rage destroving the 
furniture in the cell and raving in insanity. 
When the attendant spoke to him, he ex- 
claimed: ‘Go away, Clubbie Sullivan—take 
Clubbie away!’’ At the same instant he 
hurled adrinking pan and several other ar 
ticles at the officer, whocalled Mr. Goebel, 
the deputy jailer, to his assistance, The !at- 
ter and Wallace have been on very friendly 
terms ever since Wallace was first imprisoned. 
When the prisoner would not talk to anyone 
else, he was pleasant and confiding with this 
offieer. Mr. Goebel spoke kindly to him and 
asked: ‘‘Wby, George, what is the matter 
now; do you want anything!” 
The prisoner continued “to 
hurl everything he could move at the cell 
door, exciaiming: ‘‘D——n you, Sullivan:

Cell 
No. 11 ison the first floor and west side of 
the hall, while the bath room is in the south- 
east corner of the structure on that floor. The 
prisoner had torn every stitch of clothing 
from his person. His eyes were wide open 
and glaring, and his face rigid and turned 
upwards. He was held by two 
men and plunged into the water. 
Orhers dried him with towels 
while he was struggling with the superhuman 
strength of a maniac and addressing anathe- 
mas to” Clubbie Sullivan, and shouting 
‘‘Merida, high priest; they are burying me!”’ 
The unfortunate man addressed other invo- 
cations tO some mysterious beings whom he 
apparently saw above him. He was finally 
taken back to his cell, from which the furni- 
ture had been removed during his absence. 
He was provided with a strong mattress and 
pillow, and his attendants dressed him in a 
Suit not easily torn even by a.lunatic. He 
continued to moan and shout, and addressed 
‘‘the high priests,’ as he termed them: Mr 
tussell, in answer to a question 
whether the man might not be assuming 
a part, said: ‘‘No, I’ve seen too many 
men play.mad. That.manis a maniac. to- 
night. If he is no better to-morrow, I think 
it would be well! to suggest that a commission 
of lunacy be called todetermine the matter. 
Wallace isa native of one of the Wind- 
ward islands, where his father, a well-to-do 
colored man, still lives. George followed the 
sea for atime, and has been away from his 
home for several years. During tle interval 
he visited England and other foreign coun- 
tries, and finally returned to Philadelphia, 
and later came toSouth Carolina and Georgia. 
He arrived in Savannah in 1879, and foratime 
was employed by Justice Isaac Russell. He 
issaid to bave joined the Masonic order 
while in England, and is a good reader, and 
can write quite legibly and correctiy. He is 
about 38 years old, and of medium beight, 
but not stout or very muscular. His guilt is 
doubted by many, and .the attorney general, 
at one time when the matter was brought 
before the governor, expressed the opinion 
that he ought not to be hung. It, however, 
was shown that the condemned man was a fit 
subject for the gallows, otherwise, as the gov- 
ernor intimates in his sympathy for the pris- 
oher, he would have felt it his duty to inter- 
pose in the execution of the death sentence.

NIGHT SESSION,

To amend section 1409 (a) of the code of 
1882 in relation to whu shail practice medi- 
cine by adding the following words, ‘‘or after 
attending oneor more termsof aregular med- 
ical college, or who were by law authorized 
to practice medicine and have been in active 
practice of medicince since 1861.’ Passed. 

TO amend section 2611 ~—soff the 
code of 1882, which provides for 
the mode of removing ad minis- 
tration from the ceunty of the residence of 
the testator, or intestate, tothat ofthe resi- 
dence of the executor, or administrator, by 
providing that such removal may be had at 
any time, even after citation for- settlement 
has been brought, as provided by section 
2598 of the code and remove thesuit, whether 
said citation is pending in the court of ordi 
nary, or is before the superior court on ap- 
peal. Lost. 

To prescribe and regulate the mode of pro 
cedure by the railroad commissioners of this 
state in certain cases; to provide the manner 
of establishingor alter ng the schedules, rules 
and orders of said commissioners.

To exempt members of the different county 
boards ofjeducation from road and militia 
duty. Lost.

where the stock law is of force, liable in dam-_ 
ages for trespass or waste committed by their; - 


stock in such counties where the stock law is 
not of force. Lost. 

To prescribe the cost of cases in the supe- 
rir courts, which shall be withdrawn, or dis- 
missed. The senate insists on its amend- 
ments and the bill returned to the house. 

On motion the senate adjourned until 9 
a. m., to-day. 

THE HOUSE. 

The house met at 9 o’ciock and was called 
to order by Speaker Garrard. Prayer by the 
chaplain. Tne roll was called and journal 
read. 

Mr. Little, of Muscogee, moved to recon- 
sider the action of the house on the bill to 
prohibit the railroad commissioners or their 
secretary to participate in any litigation in 
which any railroad is interested. Tabled. 

On motion of Mr. Sweat, of Clinch, the 
house reconsidered its action on the bill to 
prevent excursion trains on Sundays. The 
bill was lost yesterday. 

On motion of Mr. Hoge the house reconsid- 
ered the action in not passing the bill to 
allow creditors to redeem property for taxes. 

Mr. Zacbry, of Henry, rose to a question of 
privilege, and submitted the following reso- 
iution 

Whereas, the evidence taken by the com- 
mittee appointed by the senate and house to 
investigate the department of agriculture,and 
the inspection of fertilizers has not only been 
delayed, but mutilated; therefore be it 
[That a committee of two from 
the house and one from the senate be ap- 
pointed to examine into the same, and re- 
port as soon as possible. 

Mr. Zachry, in offering the resolution, said 
that the evidence in the investigation of the 
agricultural department had been delayed, 
and that a certain member ot the committee 
bad taken the liberty of changing the evi- 
dence after it had gone to the hands of the 
printer. The resolution should be passed. 
The honor of the house, the -honor of the 
committee, the honor of the agricultural de- 
partment is involved. 

Mr. Crenshaw, of Troup, said that while 
the gentleman had not referred to bim by 
name he doubtless had reference to him in 
the remarks, he had made. He rose toa per- 
sonal explanation. He had the proofs of the 
evidence sent to him for correction. He had 
asked several gentlemen to help him, among 
others he had asked the gentleman 
from Henry, and he had declined. 
While the testimony was. being taken 
he had objected to a certain 
matter, when he saw that in the printed slips 
he ran his pencil through it and told the 
printer to hold it out until he saw him again. 
He then asked some members of the commit- 
tee about it and they said it had better go in. 
He then directed the printer to putitall in 
without regard to marks. 

Mr. Zachry—When did you so order him? 

Mr, Crenshaw-— Yesterday morning. 

Mr. Zachry—When did you get the proofs” 

Mr. Crenshaw—Saturday afternoon. 

Mr. Zachry—Was it not the duty of the 
stenographer to go over there and correct the 
proofs? 

Mr. Crenshaw— Yes. 

Mr. Zachry— What members of the commit- 
tee did you see? 

Mr. Crenshaw—The gentleman from Henry 
for one. 

Mr. Zachry—You came to me last night 
after the memorial exercises were over 
aud asked me to go with you and see that all 
the evidence was printed. I declined as | 
had then in my possession evidence that. you 
had stricken partof it. 

Mr. Crenshaw—W hat did I say to you as to 
the state:ients the printer had made to you 
concerning me” 

Mr. Zachry—You said they were false. 

Mr. Crenshaw—Did I use no harsher ex- 
pression than that? 

Mr. Zachry—You said it was a lie. 

Mr Crenshaw—Did I not say I would go 
with you and face the man who had said 
these things to you? 

Mr. Zachry—You did not. 

Mr. Crenshaw—I call on 
from Webster—here several 
forthe reading of the part 
which had been stricken. 

Mr. Zachry handed to the clerk a page on 
which there were several pencil marks elimi- 
nating paragraphs. 

The part stricken was in the evidence of 
Dr. J. S. Lawton, one of the inspectors of 
fertilizers. 

Mr. Crenshaw, in bis testimony, had stated 
that he had given Dr. Lawton some samples 
of fertilizers to inspect, and that the doctor 
had lost them. The doctor had said that this 
was not true. This part of the testimony had 
the pencil marks run through it.: 

Mr. Crenshaw also stated to tke house 
that he had objected to this evidence because 
Dr. Lawton was not sworn, at least notin his 
presence, thatit was not relevant, and that it 
contradicted an alleged statement attributed 
to him which he had never made. 

Mr. Zachry—Why did you not strike out 
this evidence in the committee? 

Mr. Crenshaw—1l could not read the stenog- 
rapher’s notes. 

Mr. Zachry—Did you not know that the 
committee would not allow you to strike it? 

Mr. Crenshaw—No, sir. 

Mr. Crenshaw stated that there was an- 
other page which he had marked to be with- 
held for further instruction, and that it had 
been spirited away and was in the hands of 
the agricultural department to be used as evi- 
dence against him, 

Mr. Bartlett—Is this all that was stricken” 
If so I don’t think this house ought to be 
bothered about it. ‘ 

Mr. Peek of Rockdale—There were two 
many important letters which should be in 
the evidence at page 200, but they are nox 
there. WuhenI asked the printer where they 
were be said he had inquired of Mr. Cren- 
shaw about them and had been told that they 
had been misplaced and to go on with the 
work without them. 

Mr. Bartlett—It was the duty of the secre- 
tary of that committee to take care of such 
papers, | 

ae. Grey, - of tichmond, objected 
to the terms of the resolution 
offered by Mr. Zachry and oftered a_ substi- 
tute. 

Mr. Eason, of Telfair, being called on by 
Mr. Crenshaw, stated to the house that he 
had gone with Mr. Crenshaw at noon on Mon- 
day to the printing oftice and heard Mr. Cren- 
shaw tell the foreman to print the evidence 
without change or omission. 

Mr. Ray, of Coweta, said that the resolution 
was not couched in terms that met his ap 
proval and he moved to insert the words 
‘‘alleged to have been” before the word ‘‘mu- 
tilated.’’ This was agreed to. 

Mr. Hoge, of Fulton, said that he thought 
it due to all parties concered that the matter 
should be thoroughly investigated. 


Mr. Crenshaw—I do not wish to be under- 
stood as opposing the resolution by any 
means. I want it passed by all means. 

Mr. Bartlett said that the matter seemed 
to him to affect the house 
alone, and he saw no use 
in appointing a joint committee. He thought 
a committee of tive from the house would be 
proper and would insure prompter action, 
and he moved that such a committee be ap- 
pointed. 

Mr. Crenshaw said he preferred that, asthe 
time of the session was short and there would 
be better chance for a prompt report from 
such a committee. The amendment of 
Mr. Bartlett was agreed to, and 
the speaker appointed the following gentle 
men as the committee under the amended 
resolution: Messrs. Zachry of Henry, Atkin- 
son of Meriwether, McRae of Montgomery, 
Pendleton of Lowndes, and Maddox of Chat- 
tooga. :

It 
would seem to be its plain and natural duty 
two contend for all the facilities of commerce 
that Georgia can secure, instead of calling for 
the abolition of the few she has.

THE TARiFF NEIGHS HEAVIEST ON THE 
POOR. 

Unjust taxation may affect the poor, hard- 
working man in three ways. 1. The tax itself 
may fall heavily on him, 2. It may lower 
his wages. 3. It may raise the prices of the 
things he consumes 

To the great masses of hard-working’ peo- 
ple a ‘“‘protective’’ tariff is hurtful in all three 
ways. Its burdens are heaviest of all on the 
poorest of all. 

Taxation—the United States tariff, being the 
highest in the civilized world, is oppressive 
in amount. In its mode of Operation it is 
still worse. It falls on poverty. 

The three chief forms of taxation are, 1, on 
property; 2, on income; 4, On expenditures, 

In state taxation the first form isin genera] 
use. An ad-valoremi tax on realized property. 
This effects the poor less than an income tax; 
because really the very poor 
man has little realized property’ to 
be taxed. His income from week to week is 
about all he has. 

The third from—a tax on expenditure falls 
heaviest of all—heavier than the income tax, 
and this heavier than tbe profittax. The 
reason is obvious. The rich man need not 
expend nearly his whole income. Often the 
poor man must spend all, or nearly all, of his. 
And the tariff is so distributed, as to cover 
nearly every article he buys. 

This is very important. The poor man pays 
much more, relatively, under a protective 
tariff than the rich. 

A poor man with a family and an income 

f but $300 will probably have very little re- 
alized property. His state and county tax will 
probably be not more than $2.00; his federal 
tax about $50. 

A wealthy bachelor with an income of $7,000 
will probably have property worth $100,000; 
his expenses need not exceed $1,500. His 
federal tax, which would be about $250, 
compared with the poor man’s, _ his 
income is twenty-three times as great, but his 
federal tax is but five timesas great. Com- 
paring property instead of income, the dis- 
parity is still worse, viz., perhaps 500 times 
as much property only pays five times as 
much federal tax.

Says one, himself a 
woolen manufacturer: ‘‘Our working people 
are supplied with clothing that gives little 
warmth and soon wears out, at much bigher 
cost than the English working man pays for 
much more durable clothing.

The tariff for ‘‘incidental protec- 
tion’”’ hurts them, the poor, in all three of the 
possible ways—taxes, prices and wages. The 
tax is high and in the form most oppressive 
to the poor, and least productive to the 
country. The average scale of prices 
is elevated on both the tax list and the free 
list. The average wages of the people are re- 
duced andthe price of living is increased. 
Thus does the tariff rob the poor man, to 
bestow charity on the rich. Of onething the 
poor man may be sure: The evils of bad gov- 
ermament fail hardest upon the poor; all the 
trampling is heaviest on those who are at the 
bottom.

THE CINCINNATI SOUTHERN, 

The Cincinnati Soutbern came to the front, 
cut the rates and schedules just ‘half in 
two.”’ Then, under the regime of the old 
time monvupolies it took aday anda night 
and a pocket full of money to make the trip, 
now thanks to Cincinnati, we lie down to 
restin palatial sleepers, and rolled swiftly 
“over the hills and tar away,’’ and awake re- 
freshed at our journey’s end, and for half the 
money. The conunual prosperity of thesouth 
and the completion of Cincinnati's great rail-

It is the headquarters of 
the Cincinnati Svuthern—now cong Cin- 
cinnati, New Orieans and Tex Paci- 
ficrailroad, The pavillion is drape r mith the 
gray mossso abundant in Louisiana, Flor 
ida avd Georgia. Forming as it Zdves 
an unique teature the land of orange 
groves und sugar cane, one who has once 
seen it gracefully pendant from every forest 
tree, viviuly recalisthe firstimpression of 
weird beauty, and the eager desire of every 
stranger to gather it for home decorations. 
This canopy is supported by eight pillafs 
represenuung the states through which the 
road passes, by means “Of their staple pro- 
ducts. Kentucky, flax; Mississippi, cotton; 
Qhio, tobacco; Georgia, corn; Tennessee, 
coal; Alabama, iron; Louisiana, sugar Cane; 
and fexas wheat. Wiy! we exclaim, it seenis 
as if Kentucky sbhouid have claimed the 
tobacco. Oitor that matter, a bystander 
replies, Kentucky claims everything. She 
would like to have itall. Slightiv rebuked, 
yet we cannot resist the pleasure of respond- 
ing, and are they not ali hers, also, excepting 
the cotton andthe cane. But we must fol- 
low tbe majur as be points out the extent 
and variety of this section, 150 feet 
in length and 25 in- width, occupied 
by the aforesaid railroad. Here are speci- 
mens of forest growth most c reditable to any 
locality excepting your California big trees of 

world- renowned fume, to which our whole 
country points with pride and a sense of 
ownership. See here is tousof a huge section 
of yellow pine from Aiabama, four feet in 
diameter, indicating 400 years of age. Tuere 
we find a complete coilection of cereals, 
grasses and flora along the route, and here a 
most gratifying dispiay of ginghams and 
prints- from the ‘“Cottondale’’ tactones of 
Alabama, one of the direct§aud important re- 
sults of tne national exhibitions There they 
havethe railroad itself in propria . persone, 
ties, ballast. rails, etc.

Mr. Crenshaw stated to the committ e that he had

He had notintended to keep it outil 
2 single member of the committee ot bjects but 
after consideration he resvived to put it back 
even if every S ceabor of the committee 
asked tou keepitout.

SOME QU ER CASES. 


Tri d and Dispesed ot Inthe Superior Court at Decas 
tur—Lucky Darktea. 

In the trial of Laura Barnett, in DeKalb 
superior court for the alleged murder of her 
newly born babe, the evideuce was largely 
circumstantial. The child had been found 
in the orchard and brought into the house by 
the defendant’s mother, who then hid Hina 
closet. Shortly after a neighbor woman call- 
ed in and asked aboutthe child. It was 
brought out of the closet and given to the lat- 
ter who discovered a twine cord tied tightly 
around its neck. She ran the blade of a pair 
of shears under the stringand cutit. The 
child gave acouple of gasps and died. The 
line of the defense was that the mother did 
not commit the crime, but if the child was 
murdered at al! it-was the crime of its grand- 
mother. Colonel John B. Steward, who de- 
fended Laura, made a most able and eloquent 
speech in her behalf and secured from the 
jury a pron.pt verdict of not guilty. This re- 
sult leaves her mother upon the docket to 
make defense against the charge of murder. 
The latter gave bond for trial at the next 
term. 

A rather anomaloiis case was that of Jack- 
son Pulliam, a one-legged colored man, who 
resides at Stone Mountain. He was placed 
on trial for assault with intent to murder, in 
having shot at Silas Mason, another moke, 
with a double-barrelled shotgun, but without 
either load taking effect. The facts showed 
that while Jackson was at church on Sunday 
night, Silas went to Jackson’s house and 
made indecent proposals {to the lat- 
ter’s wife. She drove him from tbe 
house, aud when Jackson’ returned 


| told him of the intrusion and claimed that he 


should protect her from such outragesin the 
future. Next morning Jackson went gun- 
ning for Silas, but was too bad a marksman 
to bring down his game. Silas at once had 
Jackson arrested. The jury, however, 
thonght that Jackson was justifiedin his war- 
like expedition against Silas, and promptly 
found him not guilty. It is safe to say that 
Silas will not repeat his amorous demon- 
strations around the Pulliam domicile. 

Eliza Robinson wastried ona charge of 
burglary. Some of the stolen goods were 
found in a dry well on the place, but the evi- 
dence was not so strong as to overcome the 
presumptions of her innocence, and she too 
was given a verdict of not guilty. 

The case now on trial is that of Ellis vs. the 
Georgia railroad and banking company for 
$5,000 damages for personal injuries sustained 
by the collision ofan engine and his wood 
wagon in June, 1882. .

MEETING OF THE COMMISSION. 

At balf past three the commissioners met 
in the governor’s ottice, There wasa full 
board present—Governor McDaniel, ex off 
cio chairman, and Messrs. Alexander, Crane, 
Cook, Miller and Thomas, 

When the board was called to order Mr. 
Gray arose,and kanding the governor the 
fifa and the resolutions said: 

‘‘Here, sir, are the council resolutions and 
the fifa. I surrender them to you.” 

The governor took the papers and after 
reading them over laid them down and said: 

‘“T think these cover it.’’ 

A short conversation followed then as to 
the original mortgage, which 1t appears has 
been lost. The records, however, will show 
the disposition that was made of the «ase in 
court. Mr. Gray will make the investigation 
and ‘‘perfect.the record.” 

Mr. Miller inquired concerning the bonds 
that the city will sell to pay off the old capi- 
tol matter. 

Mayor Goodwin said the bonds would be 
ready in two weeks and that they 
would be disposed of at once. That 
there was no difficulty about that. He said 
if the bonds were not ready in time the mony 
would be provided from other sources, 

Ms. Gray expressed the same feeling. 

Mayor Goodwin stated that the commission 
would find the city anxious and willing to do 
anything to further the work and to aid the 
coumission. He was thanked for bis expres- 
sions of support and the city’s representatives 
withdrew and left the commission alone. 

The meeting lasted an hour or so, and the 
work of the commission was talked over. It 
was decided to adjourn until Thursday, Octo- 
ber Sth, at which time the organization will 
take place. Governor McDaniel provided 
each member with a biank bond for ten 
thousand dollars, which will be signed up by 
the next meeting, and the members will then 
qualify. The members are enthusiastic, and 
will go at their work with a hearty good 
will.
